DURHAM.—Durham, in Orange 
city, is very proper rn) e 
magic city of the: Morth Carolina 
Railroad. Withiu a few years it has 
increased its corporate limits more 
than ten fold; now’-ranks as one of 
the liveliest and most 
towns in the State, and if it contin- 
ues at its present mate of progress a 
few years more will pigee it even with 
wtween Raleigh 
and Charlotte. We*epent two days 
in this lively burg time since, 
and we must say that we were more 
than surprised to find 80 much thrift, 
enterprise and such g spirit of wilful, 
determined go-ah activeness with 
its liveand pushingpopulation. It 
is a manufacturing tewn, and though 
every branch of meghanical trade is 
prosperous and sustained, yet 
the principal operations of business 
men is in tobacco. There are some 
sixteen or eighteen tebacco manufac- 
turers in the town, all of which duo a 
large business, and s@popularare the 
various brands that it is with diffi- 
culty that the manufacturers are en- 
abled to Keep pace with their orders. 
We only had time to visit the facto- 
tories of Messrs. Blackwell & Co., 
the Morriss & Son, of whieh Col. E, 
A. Tomlinson, formerly principal of 
the Deaf, Dumb and Blind Institute 
of this city is proprietor, and that of 
Webb, Roulhaec & Co. These manu- 
facturers employ each a large force, 
work all the year round, and the 
shipments from these three alone 
amount to more money than all the 
produce shipped from the county. 
rhe establishment of Messrs. Black- 
well & Co. is one of the largest in the 
whole South, and a better idea may 
be formed of the extent of their busi- 
ness when we state that the Revenue 
books in this city will show that their 


| receipts for stamps from this firm, 


over reaches two hundred thousand 
dollars.

LOUISBURG [TrEMs.—Our Louisburg 
correspondent, under date of yester- 
day, gives us the following items: 

Last week I interviewed Franklin 
county generally and Louisburg par- 
ticularly. Our farmersand treedmen 
are remarkably busy. <A pretty good 
crop of oats and clover have been 
sown, and from my observation a 
larger corn crop will be planted than 
for several years past. Cotton will 
not be neglected. I do not think as 
large a quantity of fertilizers will be 
used as heretofore, as there has been 
more attention to composting with 
cotton seed, &c. There isan unusual 
degree of good health in the county. 

As regards Louisburg, In addition 
to what | have before written you, I 
have to say that S. ‘T. Wilder has at- 
tached a steam saw-imill tohis plough 
faetory just outside the corporate 
limits of the town on the Nashville 
road, and now that we can get lum- 
ber conveniently, there is a general 
spirit of improvement, repairing 
front yards, gardens, houses, &e. 

Cotton particularly good, grades 
has improved, is_tolerably 
plenty at $5 to $5.50. Fodder very 
scarce and high at $2 to $2.50, and 
hard to procure in consequence of the 
cnormous quantity of horses and 
mules passing and stopping here for 
the past six months, which was un- 
precedented in numbers. Money is 
not quite so stringent, and I think 
our people both in the country and 
town are more hopeful and cheerful. 
The freedmen, particularly in the 
county, are working better, mostly 
cropping on shares and wages, viz: 
38 to $10 per month.

“MurRDER Ovr.’’—It will 
Le remembered that three or four 
years ago amost diabolical murder 
was coumnitted in) Harnett county 
near the Cumberland line. Two oid 
gentlemen, nearly eighty years of 
age, by the name of MeLeod, were 
killed at their residence by ruftians 
in quest of money supposed to be in 
the possession of the old men, who 
had a day ortwo previous made a sale 
of some lands. The murder was at 
the time saddled upon the Ku-klux, 
but was ascertained to have been 
committed by some members of the 
Lowery band. Lochlean, one of the 
supposed murderers, was apprehend- 
ed a few days ago by the sheriff of 
Robeson, and has been lodged in 
Cumberland county jail. It is said 
that there is strong circumstantial 
evidence of the complicity of Lach- 
lear in the murder. The other ruf- 
fians are still at large.

FAYETTEVILLE—A SLIGHT SKETCH 
OF ITS HISTORY AND ADVANTAGES. 
—Qur travelling correspondent has 
recently visited this ancient and his- 
toric town, and has the following to 
say of it: 

‘“We had the pleasure of spending 
severai days in this place during last 
week and taking the rounds of ‘the 
town. Many localities of an interest- 
ing nature were pointed out to us. 
The foundation stones of the resi- 
dence of Flora McDenald, celebrated 
in Scottish histery sfand near one of 
the principal streets. This heroic 
lady came over to America in compa- 
ny with some of the Scottish adhe- 
rents of Charles the Pretender after 
his defeat at Calladen in 1745, many 
of whom settled upon that portion of 
the Cape Fear, known as Cumber- 
land county, and located the town 
of Fayetteville. The western portion 
of the county which is as wild as the 
moors of Scotland, is so slightly in- 
habited, that in some | ities not 
more than one habitation is to be met 
with in every nine miles. The few 
residents are exclusively of Scutch 
descent; speak the Gallic language, 
and live much after the fashion of 
their Highland Ancestors, tendin 
flocks of sheep which are inmmadtne 
by the pasturage character of the soil. 
Up to within the past two years the 
Rev. Mr. St. Clair of the Scottish 
Presbyterian faith, and father of 
Parson St. Clair of Legislative noto- 
riety, held regular Church service for 
these people in that language. 

The large city cemetery, which 
though a much neglected spot is one 
of weird beauty, contains the re- 
mains of many of the early Scotch 
inhabitants. ere monu- 
ment inscribed as woman’s tribute 
to the heroes in the dust bears testi- 
mony of the gallant deeds of those 
Confederates who rest within its hal- 
lowed precincts. Inthe northeastern 
part of the town situated in a verdant 
meadow, near the banks of a wan- 
dering brook, and overhung by trees 
projecting from the moss-covered 
ground above, is to be seen the local- 
ity once known as Cool Spring, 
where the lads and lassies of bygone 
days would sip the erystal waters; 
refresh the thirstof the Summer’s day 
and whisper words of softest love. 
‘‘ Other facts relating to some of the 
natural beauties of the town might 
be mentioned, but we will speak of 
the changes which it has undergone 
in a business point of view and its 
prospects for the future. 

Fayetteville was once an important 
sea port town, Wilmington being a 
mere way station, where the mer- 
chandise from foreign countries was 
received by agents and shipped to 
this place. All the counties west, as 
far as Buncombe and even portions 
of Virginia on the north and South 
Carolina on the south, traded b 
wagon lines with this port. Thoug 
not possessing the same aspect of 
commercial importance for many 
years before the breaking out of the 
war as when our railroad facilities 
were much more limited than at 
present, it was nevertheless one of the 
inost thriving towns in the State. 
The numerous cotton factories in the 
immediate town and country con- 
tizuous thereto, added much to the 
prosperity of the place, and a limited 
umount of commerce was still carried 
on. 

But the ruthless hand of war laid 
waste these monuments of industry ; 
visited its —— influence upon 
the energies of the peopleand ruined 
their resources. ith the great ad- 
vantages which the town possesses 
for manufacturing purposes, being 
threaded by several water courses, as 
well as situated upon the Cape Fear, 
and the construction of the contem- 
plated railroad from here to Florence, 
South Carolina, which will cross the 
Wilmington, Charlotte and Ruther- 
ford Railroad at Shoe Heel, thereby 
diverting the trade of Robeson, An- 
son and Richmond counties from 
Wilmington to this place, Fayette- 


ville is destined to regain its former 


prosperity.” 


THE BALD MOUNTAIN EXCITE-

We await with much interest the 
report of the several scientific gen- 
tlemen that have and are now ex- 
ploring the region for information in 
regard to this wonderful phenome- 
non, that is exciting so much interest 
throughout the country.

3rd. ‘The Committee have been un- 
able to take any action towards open- 
ing schools, as but a small part of the 
School Fund have been paid into the 
county Treasury.

The Case ot Colonel Mayo, the State 
Treasury of Virginia. _ 
"We yesterday gave a statement o 
Ay of the Treastrer of 
the State of Virginia upon the charge 
of misappropriating the State funds. 
“We append the following additional 

facts connected with the matter: 

On Saturday the Governor commu- 
nicated with the General Assembly 
in regard to the matter, and the. 
Senate adopted the. following resolu- 


That a committee 
hree on the part of the Senate, an 
five on the part of the House, be ap- 
pointed, to whom shall be referred 
the message received to-day from the 
Governor, to take into eonsideration 
what action is necessary to be 
taken in regard to the office of State 
Treasurer, with instructions to report 
as soon as practicable, and that the 
committee have leave to sit during 

the session of the two Houses.’’ 

The resolution was adopted by the 
House. The committee appointed 
under this resolution will await the 
action of the committee appointed to 
investigate the defalcation of the 
sinking fund before making a report. 

The charge against Col. Mayo 1s, 
says the Richmond correspondent of 
the Petersburg*Daily News: 

‘Based upon evidence taken upon 
the trial of Coleman, wherein it was 
stated by two witnesses and con fessed 
by Col. Mayo, that he had, without 
authority of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund, ex- 
changed ‘consol’? bonds for ‘‘peel- 
ers,’ and for the difference had got- 
ten currency amounting to about 
$3,000. ‘*Consols are the bonds is- 
sued under the original Funding 
Bill. The coupon bonds have cou- 
pons attached ‘“‘receivable for taxes ;”’ 
the registered ‘‘consols’’ are at any 
moment convertable into coupon 
bonds with coupons attached receiva- 
ble for taxes. The ‘‘peelers’”’ are the 
bonds issued under the amended 
funding bill, and the coupons attach- 
ed are not reeeivable for taxes; the 
registered bonds are exchangeable, 
but only for coupon bonds only 
of this latter character. Now ot 
was proved that Colonel Mayo 
had, on several occasions, carried 
“consols” to brokers and exchanged 
them for ‘‘peelers’”? and was paid the 
three or four per cent. difference in 
eash, which he was unable to account 
for. General Rogers aud Mr. Taylor, 
the other members of the Board, 
wholly disclaimed any Knowledge of 
these transactions. Col. Mayo always 
asserted that he had applied the cash 
thus obtained to the purchase of ad- 
ditional ‘‘peelers,’’ but in his testi- 
mony before the Hustings Court, he 
eould give no positive evidence that 
he had done so; it was then thought 
that he was not in his right mind, for 
he more than onee contradicted him- 
self and made admissions that were 
certainly very damaging to himself,”

A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per ceut, wa. found, Allthe nitrogen present would be equivalent 
to about 31g per -ent,of ammonia, The phosphoric acid in the Guanoj about 1214 per. 
cent., equal to 27 3 per cent. of bone pho: phate. A considerable quantity of the phos- 
phoric acid, however, is present, as so-called néutral phospnate of lime, which, being 
slightly solu ble in water, renders the Guan» as quick in its action, as a correspondin 
quantity of superphosphate would do.

I had tie corn care‘uily gathered separate, and 
found the result as follows: From the Guano row I shelled one bushel and nearly ahalt 
vailon; from: the row without guano I gota half bushel aud not quite a quart; making 
juily double where I used The growth of stalk was not proportionately heayy— 
the strength seemed to go tothe grain. I thinkit an excellent Spring fertilizer, The 
land I tried it on was quite thin.
